Border Police are performing 
routine police duties in Jerusalem, 
police revealed yesterday. 

Jerusalem Police Commander 
Haim Tavort said Border Police 
have been participating in_ police 
patrols for the past week. He said 
he had requested Border Police as- 
sistance, not because of any in- 
crease of crime in Jerusalem, but 
because the city’s population growth 
since the Six Day War had not 
been matched by a proportionate 


increase in the regular police 
force. 

The activation of Border Police 
in Jerusalem comes a month after 
8 Border Police unit was transfer- 
red from Gaza to Tel Aviv to deal 
with the deteriorating crime situa- 
tion in that city. Tat-Nitzav Tavoril 
said the Border Polica contingent 
in Jerusalem wes much smaller than 
the one in Tel Aviv. 

Border Police have been stationed 
in the capital since the Six Day 
Wear but they have been used in 


the city heretofore principally on 
security matters and not as a 
erime deterrent. Tat-Nitzay Tavori 
said the Border Policemen are 
joining regular policemen on pat- 
rols, Unlike in Tel Aviv, however, 
they are not patrolling cinemas, 
a task ἴα! carried out in the 
vapital by regular policemen. 
Meanwhile, in Tiberias, Police 
Minister Shlomo Hillel on Tuesday 
called upon the kibbutz movements 
to supply recruits to the police 
force to help cope with crime.

‘exploratory’ visit

Dr. Toh Chin Chye, Singapore 
Minister of Selence and Technolo- 
gy, described his visit to Israel — 
which ends today — as an “explo- 
ratory” mission and ressed 52 
tisfaction with his finds. Dr. Chye 
was exploring in two capacities: as 
Minister of Sclence and one of 
Premier Lee Kwan Yu's most se- 
nior lieutenants (tipped by some to 
succeed him), and as the Vice- 
Chancellor of Singapore University 
(he is a physiologist). 

In the first capacity Dr. Chye 
met yesterday for some 80 minutes 
with Premier Golda Meir. He sald 
later that the Premier had done 
talking; he “had come 
to Msten and iearn.” She had ex- 
plained to him at length Israel's 
position on peace and politics in 
the Middle Eest. 


STATES’ RIGHTS 


Asked if he and his government 
endorsed the Israel position, Dr. 
Chye said that he was not an ex- 
pert on the Middle East — even 
after his talk with Mrs. Meir. He 
had not, after all, ‘been to the 
other side to hear how the other 
chaps think.” But Singapore had 
8 strong belief in the right of 
small states to exist: and this, said 
the Minister, was important in 
shaping its outlook towards Israel. 

Dr. Chye was in Israel as the 
guest of Education Minister Yigal 
Allon, but Mr, Allon” was unable 
to devote as much time as he had 
planned with his guest because of the 
death of his brother. 

Dr. Chye has been a member of 
the Singapore Cabinet since the 
country’s independence. He is re- 
luctant to speak af the succession 
question in his own country, say- 
ing that the 13-man Cabinet has 
always been a “collective” leader- 
ship. He anticlpates the old guard

Proposed law

At dawn yester- 
day a unit of city inspectors arrived 
at the site, surprised the three 
Panthers who were sleeping inside, 
and tore the illegal structure down, 
Although police’ reinforcements 
were brought in case of trouble, 
their assistance was not needed: the 
Panthers offered no resistance. 


The deputy director of the Muni- 
cipal Inspection Corps, Benjamin 
Ness, told The Jerusalem Post that, 
if the Panthers attempt to put 
another booth in public domain, 
“we will not take as much time 
about tearing it down as we did 
this time.” 

The booth was erected in the 
circle on. ‘Succot. Despite insistent 
police requests that the inspectors 
remove the illegal construction, 
nothing was done about it for near- 
ly three weeks. The police said that 
the booth was an obstruction to 
passersby and that it was a poten- 
tial source of violence. The Panthers 
had labelled it with a sign reading, 
“This is a Black Panther club.”

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut spokes- 
man yesterday denied “Iucorrect 
reports" attributed to Secretary- 
General Yitzhak Ben-Aharon that 
Histadrut branches would be set 
up in the administered areas.

HOUON. — The Holon Institute of 
technology disappeared from the 
map of higher education in Israel 
last week with the signing of 8 
final agreement on a merger be- 
tween the small college here and 
the new Tel Aviv University de- 

partment of engineering. 

Holon may have lost its own 
college but has gained a branch 
campus of an even larger tniver- 
sity and this fact is enough to 
please Mayor Pinhes Eylon, who 
fathered the controversial Holon 
Technion. It was set up in 1968 by 
the mayor who freely admitted that 
he sought to create an accomplish- 
ed fact. 

Committee after committee at the 
time said the country does not 
train a sufficient number of e- 
gineers and that this would mean 
& severe shortage of technologicai- 
ly-trained manpower in the years to 
come. For Mayor BHylon all these 
findings meant a golden opportu- 
nity to put Holon on the higher 
education map of Israel. 

An old industrial building was 
renovated and outfitted with class- 
rooms, libraries and laboratories. 
Teachers were recruited from Is- 
rael and other countries and some 
200 students were selected from a 
large number of applicants who 
were even ready to try out a new 
unaccredited school rather ‘than 
travel abroad for an education. 


NOVEL CURRICULUM 

But this was not all. The in- 
stitute's founders had introduced a 
novel course of studies. The En- 
gush call it the sandwich pro- 
gramme and the Americans coopera- 
tive education. It entails the train- 
ing of the engineering student in 
an industrial plant for the last 
of his study, to provide him 
with practical on-the-job experience 
and enable him to become a useful 
and productive member of the plant 
technical staff when he graduates. 

Israeli industry was enthusiastic. 
They often had to spend months 
teaching new engineers the practical 
ikmow-how of the profession. Such 
industries as Ta'as, the aviation 
industries, Zim, the electro-optic 
industries, Tadiran, Hamat, and 
many others took part in drawing 
up the course of studies and in 
training the students, 

‘The were also among its staunch 
supporters in the constant contro- 
versies, disputes and  struggies 
which surrounded its founding. Tel 
Aviv University was at the time 
planning its own engineering school 
and said that once its own en- 
gineering faculty got to work there 
would be unnecessary duplication.

The 
tickets are valid for flights on all 
airlines affiliated with IATA, with 
the one condition that at least half 
the voyage be made in Canadian 
Pacific planes. 

* The actual loans are made by the 
Israel Discount Bank, which shust 


ty approve the applicant. Once endorse- 


ment is made, the loan is consum- 
mated between the bank and CP.

London says no 
to more El Al 
stop-overs

LONDON. — Eritain bas just turn- 
ed down an Israeli request to in- 
crease the number of stop-overs in 
London which. Al makes on Tel 
Aviv-New York flights. A top level 
team of Ministry of Transport and 
El Al officials have been negotiat- 
ing the issue over the past few 
days with officials of the British 
Ministry of Aviation. 

Since 1950, ΕΠ Al has been ἐπ- 
titled to three stop-overs in London 
per week on the Israel-America 
run. B.O.A.C. for its part is allow- 
ed to make six stop-overs at Lod 
each week on through-flights. The 
five-men Israeli team, headed by 
Efraim Sussman of the Transport 
Ministry, pointed out that this was 
ἃ marked imbalance to Britain’s 
favour, but were unable to per- 
suade their British counterparts. 

In the light of the British re- 
sponse, it is believed that Israel] is 
considering requesting a renego- 
ation of the 1950 ement. 
Clause 13 of the pact states that 
the agreement can be terminated 
by either side on 12 months notice.

‘The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a.judgment of the 
Haffa District Court delivered on 
May 16, 19T1 (in MC. 11/69). 

Cargo which was loaded in Ge- 
noa in the ship Nomicus was da- 


‘{maged when the ship struck a rock 
-|mear Jaffa. The. appellants, who had 


insured the cargo, indemnified the 
Israch owners thereof and then 
sued the shipowners for restitution 
of their money. The cargo was da- 
maged in 1965 and the claim 
against the shipowners was brought 
in 1969. The question then arose 
as to whether the actlon had not 
become prescribed by virtue of ar- 
ticle IEI(6) of the Schedule to the 
Carriage of Goods by Sea Ordi- 
nance, which provides, inter alic 
‘thet “the carrier and ship shall be 
discharged from all Hability in res- 
pect of loss or damage unless suit 
ts brought within one year after 
delivery of the goods or the date 
when the goods should have been 
delivered.” The appellants argued 
that article IN1(6) was not applic- 
able, and that the period of prescrip- 
tion was therefore seven years in ac- 
cordance with the section 5(1) of 
‘the Prescription Law, 1958. 

The District Court held that the 
action had become prescribed after 
one year, and the insurance com- 
pany thereupon appealed to the 
Supreme Court. —

But, on the other hand, the 
parties to a bill of lading may 
agree that even where the Carriage 
of Goods by Sea Ordinance is not 
applicable to it by law, it may be 
made applicable to it by mutual 
consent. In other words, they may 
agree that the provisions of the 
Ordinance be applicable to the bill 
of lading by force of contract in- 
stead of by force of law — and ‘this 
they: had -done In clause 3 of the 
bill of lading under consideration, 


which lays down that it shall hbe- 


governed by Israel Law, including 
the Carriage of Goods by Sea Or- 
dinance, and its Schedule, despite 
the fact that the goods concerned 
were being imported and not ex- 
ported. 

In this connection another objec- 
ton had been raised by the appel- 
Jants, continued Justice Sussman, 
and that was that if the parties 
had in fact agreed to the shorter 
pertod of prescription contained in 
the schedule, vis a vis the period 
of seven years contained inthe Pre- 
scription Law, then they should 
have done so in a separate written 
contract, as provided in section 19 
of the Prescription Law. 

In discussing this objection, Jus- 
tice Sussman held, at the outset, 
that the solution to it must be 
sought in the proper law of the 
contract and nof in the law of the 
court, since the prescription referred 
to in article IZ(6) of the Schedule 
to the Ordinance is substantive and 
not procedural. As to the proper law 
of. the contract, it would, he con- 
tinued, in the absence of any re- 
ference to this question in the bill 
of lading, be that which reasonable 
men of business could be presumed 
to have fixed if they had given 
their minds to it, and this would 
be the law which is the closest 
and most appropriate to the trans- 
action. In the present case, he held, 
this would be Israel Law, the bill 
of lading having deen signed by 
an Israel company and the cargo 
having been sent to an Israel port 
for delivery to an Israel resident. 
But the application of israel law to 
the contract, he continued, would not 
mean that the courts of Israel 
would deem the contract to have 
been made in = Israel and 
would ignore the foreign elements 
in it. On the contrary, the fact that 
the contract had been made in Italy, 
and not in Israel, would militate 
against any demand that a reduc- 
tion in the period of prescription be 
expressly provided for in writting 
(as would be required if the con- 
tract had been made in Israel) 
since section 19 of the Preseription 
Law, which contains this provision 
ig not extra-territorial. In other 
words, the form of the contract 
in 2 foreign country is not govern- 
ed by section 19, but is governed 
by the rules of choice of law 
(which rules Israel law has import- 
ed from English law) and in ac- 
cordance with these rules the form 
of a contract made in a forelgn 
country may be either that laid 
down in Israelfor a similar contract 
or it may be that lald down by 
the law of the country where the 
contract was drawn up. In short, 
held Justice Sussman, a contract 
whieh 15 governed by Israellaw will 
not be voided for 2 defect In form 
as long as the form of the contract 
conforms with the law of the coun- 
try in which it was made (see 
Dicey on Conflict of Laws, p. 750). 

The law of the contract in the 
present case had, however, Justice 
Sussman went on to note, been 
specified in the bill of lading, al- 
beit in two separate clause, each 
specifying a different law, since 
clause 3 lays down that the contract 
shell be governed by Israel law, 
‘whereas clause 2 provides that it 
should be governed by the Hague 
Rules as applied in Italy. Any dis- 
crepancy which might exist between 
these two different systems of law 
‘(and there might be such discre- 


pancies despfte the fact that Israel 
law includes the Schedule to the 
Carriage of Goods by Sea Ordinance 
which is nothing more than the 
Hague Rules as applied in Israel) 
could be settled, he went on to 
hold, by giving precedence to clause 
2, which is called a “clause para- 
mount" in the bill of lading, when- 
soever the Hague Rules as applied 
in Italy provide a. solution to the 
issue in dispute, and by applying 
Israel law when the Hague Rules 
as applied in Italy do not. But in so 
far as the form of the contract is 
concerned, he added, irrespective of 
what the proper law pf the contract 
may be, compHance with the de- 
mands concerning the form of the 
contract in the country where the 
contract is made would be suffient 
to make the contract vad. The ap- 
peliants' action should be dismiss- 
ed in Imine, therefore, as having 
become prescribed, unless they could 
succeed in sai the District 
Court that under Italian law, too, a 
written, or special, contract is ne- 


cessary in order to shorten the 1 


length of prescription. 
Τὰ this sense, concluded Justice 
Sussman, the appeal should be dis- 


missed. 
Justice Landau 

In concurring that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Landau 
pointed out that it has been held 
by the Supreme Court (in C.A. 
113/69, 2 P.D. 28/230) that the 
demand in section 19 of the Pre- 
scription Law that the length of 
prescription be shortened only by 
written agreement, apples both to

substantive prescription like that 
contained in article IIT (6). The ques- 
tion arises, therefore, as to whether 
in a contract which has an interna- 
tonal ebaracter and for which the 
proper law is Israel law, the pro- 
visions with regard to prescription 
of the right to bring an action 
should be studied in the light of 
Israel law only or whether the law 
of the place where the contract was 
made is also applicable to it. 
Despite his doubts and misgivings 
on this core, continued Justice Lan- 
dau, he had come to the conclusion 
that the clear intention of the 
parties, in the “paramount clause” 
of the bill of lading, had been to 
apply the rule of prescription con- 
tained in the Hague Rules (which 
means the rule of prescription con- 


tained in Article 111(6) of the Sche- DO: 


dule) rather than the prescription 
rules contained in the Israel Pre- 
scription Law of 1958. It was only 
proper, therefore, to honour this in- 
tention without qualifying it with 
the demand that this consensus be 
put down in writing, as required by 
section 19 of the Prescription Law. 
For a demand of this nature would 
be too great a burden on the re- 
spondent, who had been a party to 
the bill of lading issued in Italy 
on the understanding that the in- 
ternational Hague Rules as they 
stand, were applicable to it, and 
Italian law contained a similar pro- 
vision. 

Justice Kahn concurred with Jus- 
tice Landau.
